MOSCOW, Nov. 4,— Sabre-

OTTAWA, Nov. 4.—(CP) 
— Labor Minister Mitchell 
conferred early today with!

coal miners in western Can- 
ada and the possible effect of 


settlement of the United 
States coal miners. 
A conference between. the 


labor department representatives 
and a delegation of officials from 
District 18 of the United Mine 
Workers of America was sched- 
uled for later in the day. 

Meantime it became known 
through a government publication 
that, under a special order-in-coun- 
cil passed Oct, 14, strikes and lock- 
outs in Canadian coal mines have 
been outlawed for the duration of 
the war, with stiff penalties pro- 
vided for violations. 


APPLIES TO STRIKE 

Labor department  representa- 
tives had no comment on the order, 
apart from saying it “definitely” 
applies to the western strike. Rob- 
ert Livett, District 18 president, 
said he was aware such an order 
had been passed but had not seen 
it. 

Members of the union delega- 
tion said last night there was no 
connection between the United 
States strike and that in Alberta 
and British Columbia, 

From the government there was 
no statement following settlement 
of the American strike but there

Refute Claims 


Union Secretary 

Coal operators in the Ed- 
monton field Thursday issued 
a statement refuting the 
claim of Peter Collins, sec- 
retary, sub district three, Un- 
ited Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, that the average earnings 
of mineve in this field ranged 
from $3.50 to $4 per day. The 
statement was released on be- 
half of the operators by C. A. 
Hyndman, Wianaging director 
of the Dawson Coal Company. 

The operators stated that they 
have a signed agreement with 
the United Mine Workers of Am- 
erica that calls for payment of 
$4.41 for an eight hour day and 
the payment of 7! cents cost of 
living bonus, which would give 
the miners a gross daily pay of 
$5.12, This rate is applicable to 
many of the workers in the mine. 
Other classifications received 
$4.20 plus the cost of living bonus, 
with the lowest wage rate paid 
being $2.75 to $3, plus the bonus 
being paid to boys. 

An application was made by the 
U.M.W.A, to the National War 
Labor Board for wage increases and 
as a result of that application the 
wages were advanced in the Ed- 
monton field from the $4.41 basic 
rate to $5.57 daily, with the 71 cents 
per day cost of living bonus pre- 
vailing. 

The National War Labor Board 
made an initial grant of an increase 
of 59 cents per day, and following

WASHINGTON, Nov, 4—(AP)— 
The United Mine Workers and In- 
terior Secretary Harold Ickes agreed 
last night on a wage contract ending 
the nation-wide coal strike, and pro- 
viding $1.50 a day earnings increase 
for soft coal miners 


The $1,50 figure—amount asked 
by the union in the Illinois agree- 
ment and disallowed by the War 
Labor Board—would be brought 
under the W.L.B.’s formula of 
allowable increases by cutting in 
half the 30-minute lunch period. 
The agreement was announced 

first by the United Mine Workers’ 
policy committee which made pub- 
lic a telegram instructing striking 
miners to resume production of coal 
“at the earliest possible moment.” 
Telegrams sent to local unions 
said a “satisfactory wage agree- 
ment” has been executed between 
the government, through Ickes, and 
the United Mine Workers, effective 
immediately and continuing through 
the period of government operation 
of anthracite and bituminous mines

trict when he was 21 years old, and 
continued farming there u~til 1935, 
whem he entered the co-operative 
business. 

He was elected to Parliament for 
the Red Deer constituency in 1921, 
and sat continuously until the 1935 
general election. 

His father, James Speakman, was 
a founder and first presidenf of the 
United Farmers of Alberta. 


STARTS PUBLIC CAREER 


Public career of Alfred Speak- 
man began prior to 1909, when he 
was secretary of Penhold local of 
Alberta Farmers’ Association, im- 
mediate forerunner of the U.F.A. 
Next, he was secretary and presi- 
dent of Penhold local of the U.F.A. 
for a number of years. Later, he 
took an interest in municipal af-| 


fairs, and was for several years a} 
local councillor and chairman of | 
the board for the local improve- 
ment district of Arthur, with head- | 
quarters at Innisfail. He was also| 
a member of the Antler Hill school | 
board, being chairman of that body. | 

Going to Ottawa in 1921 as U.F.A. | 
member for Red Deer, he took an} 
immediate interest in problems of | 
returned men. He was named| 
chairman of a house committee on | 
soldier land settlement, a post he| 
held under both Liberal and Con- | 
servative governments. He was 
also a member of the house com- 
mittee on pensions, a post held for 
14 years. 

Mr. Speakman became seriously | 
{11 in 1926, and spent 14 months in 
hospital. At times only slight hope | 
was held for his recovery, but 
rugged health stood him in good 
Stead, and he was given an ovation 
on his return to the House of | 
Commons, 


SUFFERED DEFEAT 


In 1935, Mr. Speakman was de- | 
feated when he sought re-election 
to the Dominion house. The United | 
Farmers of Alberta went out of 
politics about the same time, and 
he then became active in the In- 
dependent movement | 

He was elected in 1940 as an In- 
dependent, from his old constitu-| 
ency of Red Deer, at once

of provincial legislators 

In 1942, he was elected house 
leader of the Independents for the 
legislative session. He took over 
from James Walker, Independent 
M.L.A. for Wa and was suc- 
ceeded this year by James C. Ma-

Mr. Speakman's knowledge of 
agriculture and soldier settlement 
problems was recognized the 
government in nominations to vari- 
ous legislative committees.

The bed-rock fact in respect to the coal 
situation is that the nation must have coal. 
Without it people would freeze to death, 
suffering and hardship would be country- 
wide, war and other production would 
be paralyzed. Negotiations for ending the 
strike are under way at Ottawa. They may 
terminate quickly, or drag along for days. 
The miners’ delegates have no authority to 
make a binding agreement. All they can do 
is refer any proposed arrangement to the 
rank and file and await their decision. 

Whatever means may be found necess- 
ary to get production resumed is of second- 
ary importance. The primary and all-im- 
portant fact is that production must be 
started again, and started with little delay. 
If a contract can be made between the min- 
ers and operators with Government assist- 
ance, that would involve the least disturb- 
ance of the industry's set-up. Failing this, 
it may be found necessary for the Govern- 
ment to take over the mines and operate 
them as public utilities. 

Which, or whatever, means have to be 
taken, the essential point is that coal be got 
out of the ground—and that not many 
more days be lost in getting it started.

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When, and How Many? 


Assuming, as is now assumed every- 
where but in enemy quarters, that the 
Allies are going to win the war, two quest- 
ions of very practical interest and of deep 
personal concern to hundreds of thousands 
of people in Canada suggest themselves. 
How long is it going to take? And how 
many of the men “over there” will come 
back? 

Nobody knows the answers, but every- 
one knows something about factors which 
will produce the answers. 

The longer the war lasts the fewer of 
our men are likely to come back. That is 
something more than surmise; it is a con- 
clusion based on war records. 

And the length of the war and the num- 
ber of casualties both depend in large mea- 
sure on the kind and supply of “tools” we 
put into the hands of our fighting men. No 
one who recalls the sweep of the Axis 
forces across Europe and of the Japanese 
through the southern Pacific has any diffi- 
culty in understanding that. It was because 
the enemy was organized and armed to the 
limit that France fell, Poland and Greece 
were crushed, Britain was bombed, Hong 
Kong and Singapore and the Philippines 
were lost; and that in many areas the 
Allies lost whole armies killed, wounded 
and captured. 

The Allies are now both organized and 
armed. But arms wear out quickly and 
must be replaced, and new and better ones 
are constantly being devised. These re- 
placements and supplies of new equipment 
must be kept moving to the fighting zones 
ceaselessly, in growing volume. 

These things cost money, money which 
we civilians must provide. Upon our do- 
ing so depend both the length to which the 
war will run and the number of our men 
who will come back to their homes when it 
is finished. 

What more solemn obligation, to coun- 
try or to our own kith and kin in uniform, 
could rest upon us than the obligation to 
buy Victory Bonds? -

Digging Out the Old Ones 


Sixty United States bombers were lost 
in the attack on Schweinfurt, where 59 
were lost in a former raid. These losses 
bespeak the size of the attacking forces, 
but also the exceptional preparations that 
had been made to defend the place.

Strike at the coal mines has 
brought the dim-out to Edmonton as to 
other western centres, along with orders 
for the curtailment of fuel consumption in 
public institutions, and federal regulations 
aimed, to conserve the existing supplies 
throughout the country, But turning off 
the street lights, darkening illuminated 
signs, and the most careful use of heating 
equipment in public buildings where coal 
is burned will not achieve the maximum 
economy in this city. 

The householder is the largest user of 
electric light in Edmonton, hence the larg- 
est indirect user of the coal by which cur- 
rent is generated. And Edmonton house- 
holders are normally prodigal in the use

Even should the tie-up end soon, there 
will be need for avoiding the waste of coal, 
in homes and elsewhere all winter. Supplies 
are low the country over as far east as 
Montreal. More than ever in the past Al- 
berta mines have {o be depended on to sup- 
ply this broad market. Thousands of tons 
have already been lost because of the inter- 
ruption. The end of the strike, however 
soon it may come, will not make supplies 
of coal plentiful, nor sufficient for any- 
thing approaching a general stocking-up 
for winter. 

Even should the weather remain gen- 
erally mild, there will have to be careful 
distribution of the output of the mines 
after they resume production. Should the 
winter be generally severe, only an all- 
round effort to keep down consumption can 
hold the demand down to the output. The 
dim-out can be taken as notice that, how- 
ever early the mines start working, we in 
Edmonton and people in other centres will 
have to be sparing in the use of lights—and 
in every other way by which coal consump- 
tion can be kept down below normal. 
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Canned goods of several kinds are to be 
more plentiful, or less rare, this winter. 
The Prices Board has announced a list of 
a dozen items which will reappear, or ap- 
pear in more satisfactory quantities, on the 
shelves in the stores. Heading the list in 
popular interest, as it does in the official 
schedule, is the time-honored and ever 
welcome “pork and beans”.

Dr. Erwin Konrad Bumke, who is 
a Conservative, not a Nazi, The 
supreme court itself represents an 
unbroken juridical tradition and 
link with pre-Hitler times. Hitler, 
who has taken every step with some 
show of ‘legality, was unable to 
swallow the supreme court and 
created his own “people's court” for 
political purposes. The president 
of the supreme court, as acting 
president, could appoint a new 
government.

In 1939, at the outbreak of war, 
Hitler, “in view of the risks to his 
person,” appointed his successors 
to the merged office of fuehrer: 
Goering and Hess and, in case of 
the death of both, anyone appointed 
by the party. But this succession 
has no legality at all. 

Look at it how you will, Hitler 
has either got to dismiss himself 
from one or another of his offices— 
even if at the point of a pistol—or 
Hitler must die, perhaps at the 
front or of some obscure disease, in 
order to obtain a legal surrender 
government, Maybe all of these 
will be conjoined. 

The only alternative is an open, 
instead of veiled, military coup 
d'etat.

TORONTO, Noy. 4.—(CP)—Will 
someone please explain why all- 
round athletics so often name 
rugby football as the game they 
like best? Football players get 
only about one game a week and 
for that they sweat through two- 
hour practices four or five nights a 
week Injuries are more common 
than in any other game. In some 
ways the game is less spectacular 
than hockey or baseball 


Take the case of Elwin Morris, 
rookie defenceman of Toronto's 
National Hockey League Leafs. 
Morris a high-class senior base- 
ball shortstop, was a clever foot- 
ball player with Toronto Argos 
and, last year, with Toronto Navy.

Maybe in Morris’ case, football 
took first place because he hit 
top ranking in that game first. 
In 1941-41 he was a well-re- 
garded backfielder with os, 
In the same years he was pel a 
$0-so hockey player with fe 
ronto Marlboros, first as junior, 
then senior, He didn't find him- 
self as a hockey player until he 
became a star last season with 
Toronto Navy.

AT THE SWISS-ITALIAN FRONTIER, Noy. 4.—(AP)—Execu- 
tions of defeatists and persons openly complaining against the Nazi 
regime are increasing daily, reports reaching here from inside Ger- 
many relate, as the Gestapo strives to retain the Nazi party grip on 


the country. 


Official announcements are made when persons of prominence 
are executed, but deaths of clerks and workers, shot for expres- 
sions of pessimism, are made known only through private lists cir- 
culated among the factories and offices of the victims. 

The Gestapo compiles the lists and distributes them in an ef- 
fort to instill fear among the victim's co-workers.

shot. 


The total for the whole country can only be guessed.
